Romeo Cormier was given an 18- 
year prison sentence Thursday for 
keeping a New Brunswick woman 
captive and sexually assaulting her 
in his one-room basement apart¬ 
ment for nearly a month last year. 

“It is necessary to separate Mr. 
Cormier from society,” said Judge 
Zoel Dionne of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. 

“These crimes were horren¬ 
dous.” 

Last month, a jury found Cormi¬ 
er, 63, guilty of kidnapping, forcible 
confinement, sexual assault, assault 
with a weapon, robbery and utter¬ 
ing death threats. 

The 55-year-old woman — 
whose identity is protected by a 
publication ban—testified during 
the trial that Cormier grabbed her 
at knifepoint on the night of Feb. 
26,2010, outside the shopping mall 
where she worked. 

She said she was held in the base¬ 
ment of a rooming house where he 
sometimes gagged and sexually 
assaulted her until she was able to 


escape on March 24, 2010, while 
he went out to a food bank. 

Cormier offered a different 
account, telling the court that the 
woman wanted to be with him and 
that she had enlisted him to kill 
her husband. The woman was 
recalled to the witness stand where 
she rejected his testimony. 

Dionne gave Cormier credit for 
the 512 days he has already served 
in remand. 

Cormier took issue with the sen¬ 
tence. 

“I respect you your honour, but 
I think you were too harsh on me,” 
he said, the Canadian press

Muskrat Falls loan guarantee 
affordable, economist says

A federal loan guarantee 
for the proposed $6.2-bil- 
lion Muskrat Falls hydro¬ 
electric project would be a 
relatively inexpensive form 
of support, an economist 
said as expectations grew 
that such an announce¬ 
ment would be made Fri¬ 
day 

Three federal ministers 
will make an announce¬ 
ment in St. John’s, N.L., for 
an Atlantic Canadian clean- 
energy initiative, including 


Natural Resources Minister 
Joe Oliver. 

Officials for the federal, 
Nova Scotia and Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador govern¬ 
ments declined to confirm 
reports that Ottawa would 
reveal details of a loan guar¬ 
antee. 

The Newfoundland and 
Labrador government has 
repeatedly touted the proj¬ 
ect in Labrador as one of 
the most promising, clean- 
energy projects on the con¬ 


tinent. It has vigorously lob¬ 
bied Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper for the 
loan guarantee ahead of an 
election in October. 

A Dalhousie University 
economics professor said if 
the federal government 
were to follow through on 
its loan guarantee promise, 
that would be an affordable 
way of responding to poten¬ 
tial calls for stimulus spend¬ 
ing amid concerns that the 
economy was poised to dip 


into a recession again. 

Lars Osberg said Ottawa 
is worried about increasing 
deficit spending and adding 
to the debt. 

“Encouraging this sort of 
private sector investment is 
a key way of getting eco¬ 
nomic activity moving 
again,” said Osberg. 

“It’s a relatively easy and 
inexpensive way to provide 
stimulus at this point of the 
business cycle.”

Beds to be 
moved 
around in 
hospital

Capital Health has taken 
the first steps in a reallo¬ 
cation of inpatient beds 
at the Queen Elizabeth II 
Health Sciences Centre. 

Paula Bond, vice-presi¬ 
dent of surgery at the 
QEII, sent a memo to Cap¬ 
ital Health last month in¬ 
dicating 26 surgery beds 
will be re-distributed 
from the ninth floor of 
the Victoria General 
building. The beds will be 
placed throughout the fa¬ 
cility. 

“The ultimate goal is to 
achieve our 2014 
milestone of 90 per cent 
bed occupancy,” Bond 
wrote. “(This) will allow 
Capital Health to better 
respond to daily, seasonal 
and emergency demand 
for inpatient beds.” 

The 26 beds make up 
unit 9B, which mostly 
deals with 

gastrointestinal patients. 
According to Bond, that 
unit was selected due to 
“significant challenges re¬ 
lated to the environmen¬ 
tal systems ... as well as 
the space constraints for 
providing patient care.” 

The redistribution is 
the initial phase of a 
series of moves 
recommended by Capital 
Health’s clinical flow op¬ 
erations group. 

The 9B unit will close 
in October.

Savagery out of Sinai 
as gun gangs attack 

O Buses, cars and an army patrol hit as fighters target southern Israel 
O Israeli aircraft bomb Gaza in retaliation © Airstrike kills a child 


It was one of the boldest 
attacks on Israel in years. 

Squads of gunmen 
armed with heavy 
weapons and explosives 
crossed into southern 
Israel on Thursday and 
attacked buses, cars and an 
army patrol. 

Israel said the Palestin¬ 
ian assailants from Gaza 
killed eight people after 
crossing through Egypt’s 
Sinai Peninsula. 

Exchanges of gunfire 
across the Israel-Egypt 
border continued late into 
the evening. But it wasn’t 
clear whether assailants 
were still at large within Is¬ 
raeli territory, Deputy De¬ 
fence Minister Matan 
Vilnai said.

Security in the Sinai 
desert, dominated by 
Bedouin tribes, has deteri¬ 
orated sharply since Febru¬ 
ary when longtime leader 
Hosni Mubarak was ousted 
in a popular uprising.

Many Israelis saw Mubarak 
as a source of stability. 

Within hours of the at¬ 
tacks, Israeli aircraft 
bombed southern Gaza in 
retaliation — and Gaza 
medical official Adham 
Salmia said five militants 
and one child were killed 
in a strike on a private 
home. 


The attacks on Israelis 
began at midday and ap¬ 
peared co-ordinated. 

Israeli security forces 
tracked down some of the 
assailants and killed seven 
in a gun battle, militaiy 
spokesperson Lt.-Col. Avi- 
tal Leibovich said. 

Defence officials said 
three of the bodies were 
booby-trapped. 

In November, Israel be¬ 
gan erecting a fence along 
the border with Egypt, in 
part to keep out Islamic 
militants in Sinai. 

The fence, which is to 
take up to two years to 
build, will cover at least 
140 kilometres of the 250- 
lcilometre boundary.

A man accused of negotiat¬ 
ing on behalf of Somali pi¬ 
rates in the deadly 
hijacking of a U.S. yacht has 
been indicted on charges he 
negotiated the ransom for 
the release of a German 
tanker and its 22 crew 
members, the government 
said Thursday.

The indictment alleges 
Shibin received $30,000 to 
$50,000 for securing a ran¬ 
som for the Marida Mar¬ 
guerite estimated in the 
millions.

Swiss to close 
loophole 
on underage 

prostitution 


Switzerland is moving to 
close a legal loophole that 
has allowed prostitution 
of minors as young as 16 
to go unpunished in the 
country. 

The Swiss government 
says it has started consul¬ 
tations with parliament 
on a law to punish clients 
who visit under-18 prosti¬ 
tutes with up to three 
years imprisonment. 

Switzerland is one of 
the few countries in 
Europe where paying 16- 
and 17-year-olds for sex is

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‘Illegal’ 
cemetery 
draws ire 
in Greece 

Greek authorities are 
threatening legal action

An Environment Min¬ 
istry statement says the 
new Glyfada municipal 
cemetery was built on 
the site of a burnt forest 
last week, without a per¬ 
mit and in breach of en¬ 
vironmental, health and 
zoning laws. 

Glyfada officials coun¬ 
tered that they acted 
“out of despair” as their 
existing graveyard is 
full. 

The ministry said

O Officials at emergency meeting look past immediate

The agriculture minister of 
drought-hit Kenya ap¬ 
pealed Thursday for seeds, 
irrigation plans and infra¬ 
structure to avoid a repeti¬ 
tion of famine and food 
crises in the Horn of Africa 
“every two years.” 

Sally Kosgei and other 
delegates at an emergency 
conference in Rome voiced 
what they said was a need 
to look beyond the starv¬ 
ing populations’ immedi¬ 
ate needs and focus on 
longer-term solutions for 
the region. 

“It is really very impor¬ 


tant that the world focus 
now on how to avoid yet 
another famine or many 
more famines,” Kosgei told 
the delegates gathered by 
the UN agency Food and 
Agriculture Organization. 

Tens of thousands of 
people are feared to have 
died in the famine, caused 
by war in Somalia and 
drought in the Horn of 
Africa — Kenya, Ethiopia, 
Djibouti, Eritrea and So¬ 
malia. More than 12 mil¬ 
lion people in the region 
need food aid, according to 
the United Nations. 


Kosgei said that meet¬ 
ings with several delega¬ 
tions from all over the 
world over the past 
months have left her with 
the impression that “long¬ 
term solutions we have 
put on the table have not 
been taken seriously by 
those we have met.” 

“They seem to be more 
focused on what is to be 
done now, which is impor¬ 
tant,” she said, “but what 
to do to avoid a repetition 
of this every two years to 
us is very crucial.”

NHL. Changes are coming

science. But researchers from IBM 
Corp. say they’ve made a key step 
toward combining the two worlds. 

The company announced that it has 
built two prototype chips that it says 
process data more like how humans 
digest information than the chips that 
now power PCs and supercomputers. 

The chips represent a significant 
milestone in a six-year-long project 
that has involved some $41 million in 
funding from the government’s 
Defence Advanced Research Projects 
Agency, or DARPA. 

The uses of the IBM chips so far are 
prosaic, such as steering a simulated 
car through a maze, or playing Pong. It 
may be a decade or longer before the 
chips make their way out of the lab.

A day full of gimmicks 

o One Day moves too slow and its romantic premise feels contrived 
O Crouse and Breslin butt heads over the chemistry of Hathaway and Sturgess 



Richard: Mark, One Day is 
many things. It’s a style pa¬ 
rade of hair and clothes 
from the past two decades 
and it’s an interesting take 
on how to tell a story but 
it’s also a little disconnect¬ 
ed. I think the year-by-year 
format — we drop in on Jim 
and Anne every July 15 for 
20 years — is the culprit. It 
begins to feel gimmicky by 
the early ’90s and by the 
millennium it almost feels 
as though it is playing out 
in real time. 

MB: Finally, a movie that 
asks the question: What 
happens when an insuffer¬ 
able prig meets an egoma- 
niacal twit? The answer is: 
very little, at least until 15 
years has passed. In the 
’70s, there was a film and 


play called Same Time 
Next Year, which used a 
similar gimmick. In that 
film, a couple meet every 
year at the same time for a 
sexy romp, and slowly fall 
in love. In this movie, the 
couple start off with a ro¬ 
mantic friendship, and 
then consummate the rela¬ 
tionship after many years. 
And there, Richard, is the 
indisputable evidence of 
why the ’70s was a much 
better time. 

RC: Ha! I'll give you that 
this might have been a very 
different story had it been 
set in 1974, but I thought 
the decades-long dance 
they do as they pretend not 
to be in love showed the 
chemistry between the two. 
The film has some serious 


structural flaws but the 
spark between the two of 
them forgives many of the 
film’s sins. 

MB: Spark? What spark? I 
could barely see what they 
saw in each other. He’s a 
jerk, at least until half the 
movie’s over, and she’s a 
puritan with bad taste in 
eyewear. And her accent is 
as fake as the rest of this 
sentimental travelogue 
through time. The movie 
did make London look very 
appealing, though, so I kept 
wishing that a neutron 
bomb would go off, wiping 
the cast from the screen 
and leaving all the gorgeous 
architecture intact. 

RC: I clearly liked this 
more than you! I thought 


Sturgess brought an easy 
charm to the character, 
and his transformation 
from happy-go-lucky stu¬ 
dent to lounge lizard TV 
presenter is effective. 
Hathaway’s appeal lies in 
the intelligence she brings 
to her characters. Here she 
plays a smarty-pants young 
woman set adrift in life, 
someone who is slowly 
finding the self confidence 
to be who she really wants 
to be. In Hathaway’s hands 
you never doubt that she’ll 
get there. 

MB: Usually, I’d love to be 
in Anne Hathaway’s 
hands. But not this time. 
And she wore the same T- 
shirt in bed in 1988 as she 
did in 1992. Did she ever 
wash that thing? Ewwww!

Call it the Trouble with Hip¬ 
pies. 

Paul Rudd’s new film, 
Our Idiot Brother, follows a 
hapless idealist (Rudd) who, 
after serving time for sell¬ 
ing pot to a uniformed po¬ 
lice officer, proceeds to 
crash with each of his three 
sisters (played by Elizabeth 
Banks, Emily Mortimer and 
Zooey Deschanel), wreak¬ 
ing havoc on their carefully 
constructed New York City 
lives in the process. 

Rudd admits that, de¬ 
spite the damage Ned cre¬ 
ates in the film, his outlook 
on life is admirable. 


“It’s an idealistic way to 
live,” he says. “I think we 
try and strive for that not 
judgmental, not cynical 
way of an open and honest 
way of living. The world 
doesn’t really function like 
that. Families don’t really 
function like that. It’s a bal¬ 
ancing act.” 

The trick to achieving 
the film’s believable bond 
between the siblings, Rudd 
insists, was not having any 


money to make the film. 

“I’m sure it bummed 
them out a little bit some¬ 
times, but we benefited 
from being a pretty low- 
budget movie and not hav¬ 
ing trailers and places for 
people to escape and be 
alone and forced eveiyone 
to hang out with each other 
all the time,” he says. 

“It could have backfired 
and they could have hated 
each other, but luckily 


everyone really enjoyed 
each other.” 

For some in the cast, 
though, it wasn’t just the 
working conditions that 
made the stray accessible. 
Banks admits she felt some 
serious deja vu when she 
read the script. 

“I am the oldest, bossiest 
daughter of a family of 
four. I have two sisters, one 
of whom is a divorced 
mother of two, and one of 
whom lives in Brooklyn 


with four roommates,” she 
says. 

“I have a 26-year-old 
brother who sells pizza and 
maybe something else 
while delivering those piz¬ 
zas. Yes, I really connected 
to the film in a deep way.” 

She could also relate to 
Ned, she admits, as she’s no 
stranger to causing strife by 
saying the wrong thing to 
the wrong family member. 

A particular email about 
her sister’s wedding comes 


to mind: “Basically I was 
like, ‘When we go to the 
wedding, we’re just going 
to make the best of a bad 
situation.’ My sister ended 
up on the email forward 
and wrote me back, reply- 
all, ‘I really wish I didn’t 
know this was how you 
were coming to my wed¬ 
ding,”’ she says. 

“Needless to say, I was 
not in the wedding at my 
sister’s wedding, nor was 
my other sister.”

Robert Rodriguez, who 
helped usher in the new 
age of 3D movies with the 
franchise’s third install¬ 
ment in 2003, is billing Spy 
Kids: All the Time in the 
World as a 4D flick, adding 
scent cards so audiences 
can follow along on the ac¬ 
tion with their noses. 

Here’s how it works: 
Viewers are given scratch- 
and-sniff cards with circles 
numbered 1 to 8. When a 
number appears, they rub 
the corresponding circle on 
their cards, which give off a 
whiff matching what the 
characters are smelling. 

Rodriguez calls his gim¬ 
mick “Aroma-Scope.” He 
tried it out at test screen¬ 
ings and found that chil¬ 
dren and parents had a 
good time with it.

go back and do 3D like 
eveiybody else is now.

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mour, including gags about 
a spy baby’s diapers, view¬ 
ers should expect at least 
one off odour. 

“Originally, we didn’t 
have any really rancid 
smells, but kids wanted 
something really stinky in 
there,” Rodriguez said.

What the (bleep)? 

O Have you noticed more F-bombs in movies? O It’s 
not in your head — filmmakers are bending the rules 


Those extra expletives 
you’re hearing at the multi¬ 
plex these days aren’t just 
echoes. PG-13 movies, offi¬ 
cially allowed one nonsexu- 
al F-word per script, are 
making increased use of 
that allotment — and more 
— as filmmakers work the 
rules in a world where 
R-rated comedies full of 
both male and female trash 
talk have become a sum¬ 
mertime staple. 

Recent PG-13 examples 
include F-bomb reactions 
to Ryan Gosling’s abs in 
Crazy Stupid Love, Bryan 
Cranston’s boorish behav¬ 
iour in Larry Crowne and 
those rampaging robots in 
Transformers: Dark of the 
Moon. 

“Filmmakers are cer¬ 
tainly using it more often, 
taking advantage of it,” 
says Joan Graves, head of 
the Motion Picture Associ¬ 
ation of America’s Classifi¬ 
cation and Rating 
Administration. 

Using the F-word out¬ 
side of the R-rated world 
certainly isn’t a new phe¬ 
nomenon. In fact, prior to 
the adoption of the PG-13 
rating in 1984, the F-word 
would periodically pop up 
in PG movies. Even after 
the creation of the PG-13 
rating, movies like Big and 
Beetlejuice sneaked in the 
F-word and still secured a 


PG rating. 

Those days are gone, 
but the expletive isn’t — 
now uttered outside the 
province of the R-rating 
nearly as often as Holly¬ 
wood does sequels. 

“Making a PG-13 movie, 
it's always a piclc-and- 
choose battle of where do 
you want to use one be¬ 
cause, often with improvi¬ 
sation, a couple of F-words 
will creep into the movie,” 
says Crazy Stupid Love 
screenwriter Dan Fogel- 
man. 

“So you want to pick the 
best one, the most appro¬ 
priate one.” 

Actually, as watchers of 
The Social Network and 
The Tourist can attest, PG- 
13 movies occasionally 
have more than one F- 
word. So how the (bleep) 
does that happen? 

Officially, the MPAA’s 
Classification and Rating 
Administration’s guide¬ 
lines state: “A motion pic¬ 
ture’s single use of one of 
the harsher sexually-de¬ 
rived words, though only 
as an expletive, initially re¬ 
quires at least a PG-13 rat¬ 
ing. More than one such 
expletive requires an R rat¬ 
ing, as must even one of 
those words used in a sexu¬ 
al context.” 

But the MPAA’s guide¬ 
lines then add that if two-

thirds of the rating board 
members believe that mul¬ 
tiple F-words are used in a 
legitimate “context or 
manner” or are “inconspic¬ 
uous,” then the movie 
could still be rated PG-13. 

Says the MPAA’s Graves 
of the rating board’s two- 
thirds override for lan¬ 
guage: “It’s hard to 

explain. But if you’ve just 
seen the film and you 
think they’ve been innocu¬ 
ous, or they’re an hour and 
a half apart, or they’re in 
the background or not em¬ 
phatic. Or sometimes 
they’re in the same scene, 
just repeated twice.” Each 
of those qualities can 
make a difference to the 
board, Graves notes. 

“All the raters are par¬ 
ents, and they’re charged 
with rating a film the way 
they think a majority of 
American parents would 
rate the film,” Graves adds.

Young actor steps 
into a king’s shoes 


O famie Campbell Bower set to play fabled King Arthur in Camelot 
O Show imagines when Arthur was just a ‘scared and confused’ child 


Jamie Campbell Bower 
wonders if it’s something 
other than his talents that 
helped him land roles in 
two of Hollywood’s most 
successful fantasy film fran¬ 
chises — Harry Potter and 
the Twilight saga — not to 
mention the role of leg¬ 
endary King Arthur in the 
new Starz epic, Camelot. 

“Maybe I have a look,” 
he ponders about his career 
in the genre. “Do you think 
I have a look?” 

After posing a few ques¬ 
tions about tackling the 
iconic Arthur to the 22- 
year-old, we’re pretty sure 
his appeal is more about 
charisma and confidence 
than just that smouldering 
stare. 

What kind of king do you play 
in Camelot? 

A child. Torn from his 
home, from everything he 
thought he knew, and 
thrown into a position of 
great power. Our Arthur, to 
begin with, is scared and 
confused, but throughout 
the first season, and hope¬ 
fully subsequent, he grows 
and develops into a man 
and into a true king. 

How does he differ from other 
incarnations of the character? 
Not many interpretations 
of the myth pick up the sto¬ 
ry [with Arthur as a boy]. 
People may have this pre¬ 
conceived idea of what 
King Arthur should be like 
— a big, bearded, brutish 
hero, but what we have 
done is add realism to the 
story. 

If — because there is no 
factual evidence that this 
man existed — he did exist, 
Arthur would have been a 
boy at some point, and 
what episodic television al¬ 
lows us is the time to ex¬ 
plore the realities of life 
and a development of char¬ 
acter. 

Did you have any apprehen¬ 
sions in bringing this legend 
to life? 

Yes, of course. With great 
power comes great respon¬ 
sibility. It was terrifying for 
me but I love a challenge. 



Have you experienced any 
criticism for your interpreta¬ 
tion of Arthur? Fantasy fans 
can be a tough crowd. 

Yes. I think there are critics 
out there who have, like I 
said before, a preconceived 
idea of who this character 
is and they are not willing 
to change that. 

The whole idea of our 
show is progression. It 
should be exciting to see 
this character grow. I sup¬ 


pose you can’t please every¬ 
one. 

Why do you think the fantasy 
genre is experiencing so 
much popularity right now? 

Above anything, people 
want to be taken away 
from the monotony of daily 
life. They want to invest in 
characters. People want to 
be entertained. I don’t 
think it’s a genre thing per 
say — it should be all about 
story.
